Don't Scold Us, Mr. President 
President Truman has firm opinions and a 
blunt way of expressing them. But when he ac­ 
cuses patriotic Americans of wanting to bring 
on a depression because they don’t believ e in 
deficit spending, he goes far beyond firmness 
and bluntness. He is guilty of plain wrong- head- 
edness. 
People who warn that the gov ernment is in 
danger of running away with itself unless it 
can cut its spending rate are as dev oted to the 
welfare of the United States as Mr. Truman. 
It just happens that they believ e in the traditional 
method of balancing expenses and income and 
that he believ es in the we-owe-it-to-ourselv es 
method of mortgaging the future. 
They’v e thought a long time about that theory, 
which originated during the new deal. And they 
think they k now where it’s crazy. The 
money 
which Americans owe to themselv es must be 
paid by themselv es, plus interest, the interest his v acation, 
part of which will be spent 
with 
alone now amounts to more than fiv e billion relativ es in different 
places. During his absence, 
dollars a year. A return to deficit financing will 
mak e it go higher than that. They need assur­ 
ance that there’s a stopping place somewhere. 
Their ability to pay is limited. 
During wartime, of course, the national debt 
always gets larger. That’s no time to balance the 
budget and whittle down the principal.

Teen Chubbies 
Slim With Age 


By ALICIA HART 
Because a girl who is still 
growing must hav e food that 
feeds growth, any slimming-down 
diet must supply the essential. 
These include three to four 
glasses of milk a day, orange juice 
or another citrus fruit that sup­ 
plies v itamin C, one leafy green 
and one yellow v egetable, one 
serv ing of starch and the same 
of some sort of protein (meat, 
fish, poultry, eggs) and bread or 
cereal with butter or margarine 
at ev ery meal. The cancelling out 
of any of this basic diet might 
show up some place — in bad 
teeth, in a bad complexion or in 
a general health slump or in a 
general health slump or in a low- 
lowered resistance to disease. 
If anything can be cut down in 
a teen-ager’s diet it is obv ious 
ov er-consumption of fatty fried 
foods and constant candy nibbling 
just before meals. 
Doctors find that teen-agers 
eat, and need, more sugar than 
adults, but suggest that this sweet 
be tak en as a dessert at the end 
of the meal. Incidentally, doctors 
also insist that candy isn’t always 
the culprit for those adolescent 
pimples which it is thought to be. 
Pimples are more often the result 
of glandular upsets and of gen­ 
eral physical adolescent changes. 
Most teen-agers' bulging tum­ 
mies and squared-off midriffs 
will go away of their own accord. 
“You’ll grow out of it,” sounds 
hollow but it’s most often the 
case. 
Teen-agers 
and

mothers better k eep it in mind 
before going off the deep end of 
bad diet.

7 00 Pickers To Be NÜd- 
ed For Harvest Starting 
In September 


Représentatifs of th e Oh io 
State Employment Service and 
orch ardists met yesterday in Sa­ 
lem to discuss and develop plans 
to assure an adequate supply of 
pickers to h arvest Columbiana 
county’s large apple crop. Ac­ 
cording to crop reports th e best 
apple crop in several years is in 
prospect. 
It was estimated th at approxi­ 
mately 700 pickers will be needed 
for a six week period wh ich be­ 
gins early in September. Early 
apples are being h arvested now 
and th e local labor supply to date 
h as been adequate. 
Labor Prospects Good 
Prospects of securing labor for 
apple picking appears better th an 
for any year since th e beginning 
of th e war. 
Arth ur S. Joh nston, manager 
of th e Salem office of th e Oh io 
State Employment service report­ 
ed th at about 2,700 workers were 
presently unemployed in Colum- 
presently unemployed in Colum- 
iana county. A total of 2,250 per­ 
sons are now drawing unemploy­ 
ment compensation wh ile several 
h undred oth er people h ave eith er 
exh austed th eir unemployment 
benefits or are employed only 
part time. 
From th is number Joh nston 
predicts th at a competent full­ 
time force of at least 500 local 
pickers can be developed. In addi­ 
tion to th is total, numbers of part- 
time workers will be available 
on off-work days for picking and 
will be anxious to supplement 
th eir regular earnings by h ar­ 
vesting apples. 
Th e OSES is a l r e a dy busy 
compiling lists of local workers 
in Salem, East Palestine, Lisbon 
and Cplumbiana wh o are cap­ 
able and interested in apple h ar­ 
vesting. 
Compile List of Names 
Joh nston urges all persons in­ 
terested in apple h arvesting to 
contact th is office at once So 
th eir names may be included on 
th e advance list of pickers. 
All orch ardists are being con­ 
tacted by Joh nston and W. A. 
Sh ields, Farm Placement repre­ 
sentative, for th e purpose of as­ 
certaining probable picking needs. 
Orch ardists are urged to list th eir 
estimates o f needs with th e Em­ 
ployment Service at once in order 
th at th e amount of supply may be 
match ed with probable needs and 
deficits of labor, if any, may be 
determined in advance of th e 
actual apple h arvest. 
Present estimates indicate a 
possible deficit of 200 workers. As 
soon as any deficit can be veri­ 
fied steps will be taken at once 
by th e Employment Service to 
arrange 
for 
bringing 
outside 
workers into Columbiana county 
for th e duration of th e h arvest. 
“No outside workers will be 
brough t into Columbiana county 
for picking until it becomes evi­ 
dent th at all qualified and inter­ 
ested local workers will be em­ 
ployed,” 
Joh pston 
emph asized, 
“and foreign workers, such as 
Bah amians or Jamaicans will not 
be considered nor requested ex­ 
cept as a last resort wh en all 
sources of domestic labor becomes 
exh austed.”

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SCIENCE CAN NOW CHANGE OLD ROOSTER 


INTO FINE, TENDER, DELICIOUS BROILER 


By ROBERT E. GEIGER 
WASHINGTON, July 15—(AP) 
—Scientists can cut a chicken’s 
personality to many different 
patterns by feeding it chemical 
substances and hormones, which 
are ex tracted from g lands. 
The big q uestion now is this: 
Will these substances hav e the 
same effect on the people who cat 
the chickens as they did on the 
chickehs? 
Toug h old roosters become ten­ 
der-hearted and tender-meated. 
They q uit fig hting . They lose 
their interest in hens. The barn­ 
y ard is peaceful. 
“That’s why we are v ery care­ 
ful in approving these new sub­ 
stances for use in chickens in­ 
tended for eating ,” say s one offi­ 
cial of the food and drug admin­ 
istration. 
“We can’t be sure y et what ef­ 
fect some of these drug s mig ht 
have on people. 
"Thfre may be some toug h-

Hormones Control Fat 
Hormones control such thing s 
! as sex charactertstcs, body g rowth 
i and ability to put on fat. Chemi­ 
cal substances manufactured in 
the laboratory , called sy nthetic 
estrog ens, imitate the results of 
some hormones. 
Hormones and sy nthetic estro­ 
g ens, fed in ex tra q uantities, do 
such thing s as make chickens put 
on feathers faster, make birds 
fat by slowing down the life proc­ 
esses and make hens lay more 
eg g s. Besides, there are those 
roosters that q uit crowing and 
fig hting and lose their sevual 
activity . 
Now that sy nthetics 
can be 
manufactured, scientists are find­ 
ing a lot of new uses for them. 
They may help revolutionize the 
poultry 
business 
because 
the 
eating q ualities of birds can be 
improved substantially and birds 
can be made to put on weig ht 
faster. 
The g overnment has approved 
the use of sy nthetic estrog ens con­ 
tained in a pellet inserted in the 
chicken’s neck. The chicken ab­ 
sorbs the content of the pellet. 
Then, when his head is chopped 
off, the pellet g oes along with it. 
This protects people from eating 
any larg e dose that mig ht rémain 
in the pellet. 
But it is unlawful to use some 
hormones and sy nthetics in chick­ 
en feed. 
People who have eaten hor­ 
mone-treated chickens say it is 
delicious meat. 
Louis Franke of Tex as Ag ri­ 
cultural and Mechanical colleg e 
say s he took some from a colleg e 
ex perimental flock. 
“You had to be careful fry ing 
those birds,” he say s. “They were 
so tender that by the time one 
side was browned, the whole 
chicken almost fell apart.” 
Didn’t Know 
Franke didn’t know, at the 
time, they were hormone-treated 
broilers. He thoug ht they must 
be a new breed because they 
were so unusually delicious. 
One combination of hormones 
tried at the Tex as colleg e put 
weig ht on chickens almost twice 
as fast as other chickens g ained 
When they were dressed they had 
about four per cent more meat 
I in ratio to bone and other ined­ 
ible parts than other chickens. 
At a recent meeting of v eterin­ 
arians one scientist told of a 
toug h old rooster that lived only 
to fig ht, boss the hens and create 
a barny ard disturbance. 
A few shots of female sex hor­ 
mones made him q uit crowing and 
strutting . And the scientist said 
solemnly this old rooster sq uatted 
like a setting hen try ing to find 
a nest of eg g s to hatch. He even 
clucked like a ’hen that has laid 
an eg g . 
The g overnment food 
ex pert, 
discussing this case, said one 
j 
serving of this old bird’s meat 
wouldn’t turn a cavalry officer s 
voice to soprano. But when it 
comes to the public and humanity 
in the mass, he added, the g ov ern­ 
ment can’t be too careful.

Up and down the narrow rip­ 
rap of the tower supports and 
steel ladders leading up to the 
tank’s sloping roof Jutila clam­ 
bered with the ag ility of a mon­ 
key . 
Muscles Strong 
Almost 15 y ears in prison have 
not shrunk the bulg ing muscles 
in his sun-tanned arms since the 
afternoon the writer watched 
him stare at the Trumbull coun­ 
ty clerk of courts who read the 
words: 
“We the jury , being duly em­ 
paneled and sworn, find the de­ 
fendant Ray mond Jutila g uilty of 
murder in the first deg ree in 
manner and form as charg ed in 
the indictment, but we recom­ 
mend mercy .” 
Wednesday afternoon when I 
urg ed him to come down from his 
lofty perch, he said: 
“I won’t come down until I see 
Bill Johnson (Warren chief ot 
police), and he tells me rtiy wife 
and kids are all rig ht. There’s 
some convicts g oing to g et them.” 
After a telephone conversation 
with Chief Johnson, the writer 
assured Jutila his family is not 
in dang er but he refused to ac­ 
cept it as fact, nor did he need 
Chief Johnson’s bit of advice: 
“Tell him I said to q uit acting 


like a dumb Finn and g et down 
t)ut of there!” 
Found Burning Body 
It was on the evening of May 
22, 1935 when Warren firemen 
answered a call to a modest Front 
street (SW) residence and found 
jthe battered body of Mrs. Marie 
Tobin ly ing in the flaming ruins 
of her bed. 
Beside her lay the body of the 
family pet, a little fox terrier, 
which Jutila at the trial admitted 
stabbing to death with an ice-piek 
because he once read a detective 
story in which a dog barked at 
a murder suspect and indicated 
the man’s g uilt. 
Jutila was arrested as a suspect 
that same nig ht and admitted 
beating Mrs. Tobin to death when | 
she repulsed his advances. His 
story was that he first struck her 
with his fists, then realizing that 
he had seriously injured her, he 
struck her over the head with 
an iron smoking stand. 
“I didn’t want her to tell on 
me,” he ex plained at the trial.

TOWER PERCHER 
WAS COMMUTER, 
RECORD SHOWS 


COLUMBUS, July 15— (AP)— 
The insane convict perched atop 
a water tank at Lima State hos­ 
pital appears to have been a 
“commuter” between the hospital 
!and the Ohio penitentiary, pen 
records disclosed today. 
Raymond Jutila has made four 
trips to the hospital from the pen 
since he was first admitted to the 
penitentiary the same day he was 
sentenced—Dec. 24, 1935. 
Here’s the record of his trips 
between the state institutions as 
reported by Warden Ralph W. 
Alvis of Ohio penitentiary: 
Transferred to Lima in August, 
1936; returned to penitentiary in 
December, 1936. 
Transferred to Lima in October, 
1940, returned to penitentiary in 
July, 1941. 
Mov ed About 
Transferred to Lima in Novem­ 
ber, 1947; returned to penitentiary 
in September, 1948 . 
His last transfer to Lima was 
last November. 
Warden Alvis said penitentiary 
physicians had classified Jutila as 
a victim of “schizophrenia — the 
paranoid type.” 
“We considered him insane,” 
the warden said, pointing out that 
at times Jutila would be near 
normal, mentally. He was not a 
troublemak er at the pen, the 
warden said, but his condition 
often would become worse. 
At 
those times the warden would ask 
the state welfare department to 
transfer the man to Lima. 
Warden Alvis said crowded 
conditions at the penitentiary, as 
well as at the Lima hospital, 
• probably accounted for the num­ 
ber of transfers of the convict. 
While in the penitentiary, Jutila 
was confined in a solitary cell. 
After a term of treatment at 
the Lima hospital, the warden 
said, Jutila’s condition might im­ 
prove, and when the man reached 
a mental state where Lima phys­ 
icians could not classify him as| 
insane, he was returned to the 
penitentiary.
